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Guthrie, Ok., March 19.—The senate 
today Anally passed the bill by Sena­ 
tor George O. Johnson, establishing a 
State Board of Health, which is to be 
composed of the president of the State 
University, the president of the A. & 
M. College 
and an active 
physician 
without reference to school of medi­ 
cine. 
The physician of the board is 
also State Superintendent and Health 
Officer, and receives a salary of $1’500 
per year. 
Members of the board re­ 
ceive $5 per day and expenses while 
uigaged in health work. 
The bill extends the organiization to 
counties, townships and to cities, but 
in a sense all are subservient to the 
State organization, and their quaran­ 
tines 
must 
conform 
to the 
State 
Board’s. 
It is made mandatory for in­ 
ferior health officers 
to report 
vital 
statistics to the State Superintendent. 
The bill appropriates $10,000 for sal­ 
aries and expenses of the Health De­ 
partment. 
The senate recommended for pass­ 
age the bill by Senators Stewart and 
Conn, establishing ferries, and for the 
‘ regulation of the business. 
Persons 
may be licensed to conduct ferries by 
paying to the counties a fee of $10. 
Final passage was obtained upon the 
house bill by Mr. Ellis and Mr. Tillot- 
son defining the dutiies of the State 
Commissioner of Charities and Correc­ 
tions. 
The bill closely follows the 
Constitution, treating of the office in 
detail. 
An assistant commissioner of 
charities 
is allowed 
at the 
rate of 
$1*500 per annum. 
Senator Stewart of Antlers, secured 
consent for his bills, authorizing the 
establishment of an industrial school 
for girls and the establishment of an 
Eastern Oklahoma Insane asylum, to 
receive consideration by the senate 
Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock.

Another officer of the county who 
has lived in Bartlesville for twenty- 
five years said tonight that he knew 
the whereabouts of Starr and that he 
was trying to arrange for a confer­ 
ence. 
“Of course,” said the officer, “no at­ 
tempt will be made at this conference 
to arrest Starr. 
We will go unarmed, 
merely taking Starr’s word that no in­ 
jury will be done us. 
I think he has 
begun to realize the seriousness of his 
difficult}.” 
Starr’s latest statement, according 
to friends here, is that he was not in 
Tyro on the day the bank was robbed, 
and that he can prove he was twenty- 
five miles away, engaged in a horse 
trade at the hour the robbery occur­ 
red. 
He has informed his friends who 
have been in communication with him 
that he has three reputable citizens 
who will testify that they saw him 
within a few minutes of the robbery, 
fully twenty miles from Tyro. 
The conference may not result in the 
surrender of Starr, but it ma” be the 
beginning of overtures which will lead 
to the restoration of the money in case 
prosecution is dropped.

Bartlesville, Ok., March 19.—Henry 
Starr, the former outlaw leader now in 
hiding in the Osage country west of 
here, has been making overtures look­ 
ing to a conference with Washington 
county officers for the past twenty- 
four hours. 
His baby, six months old, 
died at the Starr home in Dewey, three 
miles north of here, last night, and 
word was 
immediately 
carrieed 
to 
Starr by one of his friends in this city. 
Since that time he has been tryiing to 
make arrangements with the sheriff 
of this county, whereby he can go to 
Dewey and see the body of his dead 


act. 
The part taken by the school 
land lessees in politics is looked 
upon as perhaps the undesirable 
feature of the controversy over 
whether or not the lands should 
be sold.
